The 
members, however; state that since a 
closed season was declared on black 
bass until July . 1 because June is 
spawning time, they cannot under- 
stand while the commission djd not 
also lengthen the closed season on 
clams. They declare that the clam- 
dig-gers are more dangerous 
to the 
bass than any fisherman ever would 
be.Unless some action is taken, they 
say that fishing on the Rock' river 
will be spoiled considerably.
